I. HE Town of Rhinberg fhall be 
furrendred into the Hands of the 
Count de Lottum Lieutenant 
General of the Forces of the 
King of Pruffia, Governour of 

Wefel, and Commander in Chief of the 

Blockade of Rhinberg. Agreed. a 

2. The Town of Rhinberg fhall be Neuter. 
Rejected. 7 

3. All things fhall remain in the Condi- 
tion they are at prefent, with refpect to the 
Neutrality of that part of the Weftphalia 
which belongs to the Eleétor of Cologne. 
Agreed. 

a Such a Garrifon as fhall be thought 
fit, may be put intoRhinberg. Agreed. 

5. When a Treaty of Peace fhall be fet on 
foot, it fhall be confider’d who has the Right 
toRhinberg. Mean time the Commiffaries 
that are in it, fhall deliver to thofe of his 
Pruffian Majefty, a true Lift of all that is in 
the Magazine, and fhall fhew them all the 
Mines and other hidden Works, without any 
Exception. greed. 

6. The Place fhall be reftor’d in due time 
to the Elector of Cologne, without any De- 
mands of him for Damages. Tbs to be referr'd 
to the 4th Article. 

7. The Rights and Privileges of that Elector 

on the Rhine, and other Rivers, thai] be main- 
tain'd. Ths fhall be treated of in the Negociation 
of Peace. 
The Roman Catholick Religion fhall 
be maintain’d in the fame Condition as at 
this time in Rhinberg; And thofe of that Re- 
ligion fhall be continued inthe free Poffeffion 
and Enjoyment, not only of the Cathedral 
and other Churches, but of their Offices and 
Employments. Agreed. 

gy. The Inhabitants may repair the Churches 
and Houfes damnified by the laft Bombard- 
ment. And thofe who are minded to leave 
the Place, fhall have liberty to depart within 
3 Months. 

io. The Officers of the Militia, and thofe 
of the Courts of Juitice and others  fhall keep 
their Offices.with the fame Advantages as at 
prefent.

12. As for the Maintenance of the Garrifon 
that fhall be me into the Place,that Affair fhall 
be concerted with the Magiftrates, and be re- 
gulated by what is ufually practis'd elfewhere. 
Agreed, 

13. As for thofe of the Reform’d Religion, 
they fhall be treated conformabiy to the Con- 
{titutions of the Empire. Agreed. 

14. The Garrifon now in Rhinberg fhall 
march out,with Drums beating,Colours flying, 
Match lighted at both Ends, Ball in Mouth ; 
and fhall carry with them 2 Pieces of Cannon 
all 12 Pounders,and 2 Mortars,having theKing 
of France’s or Elector of Cologne’s Arms on 
them,withPowder,éc.for 6 Difcharges. Agreed. 

15.The Garrifon thall go out by the Rhine- 
gate,and take their Route by the High-road of 
Gelder ; the Officers and Soldiers fhall either 
carry away or difpofe of their Moveables 
Baggage, Horfes,&c. They fhall be provide 
with a fufficient and the Sick and 

‘d with Waggons or 
other fitting Carriage. Agreed. 

16. The Garrifons fhall depart out of the 
Place within 6 Days after the Signing of the 
Capitulation,and be conduéted to Louvain by 
the fhorteft way,and by eafie Journeys, without 
pafling thro’ the Town of Gelder. Agreed,Pro- 
vided it be at their own Expence, and that for Fore 
rage in particular, they pay 10 Sols for every Ration 
with which they {hall be furnifh d. 

17. The Officers, andSoldiers, who being 
Wounded orSick, and cannot go out with the 
Garrifon,fhall remain in the Place, with a Sur- 
geon, till they are cured ; They shall be fur- 
nifh’d with all they want at a reafonablePrice ; 
and when they are able to travel,fhall be like- 
wife conducted the fhorteit way to Louvain. 
Agreed. 

* 8. NoPerfon of theGarrifon fhall be ftopp’d 
for Debt, unlefs they can be fhown and prov’d 
in due Form ; and then the Marquefs deGram- 
mont, with the Commiffary dela Guilloniere, 
fhall endeavour to fatisfie the Creditors. Agreed. 

19. The Paymafters and Officers of Provi- 
fions and Hofpitals, fhall carry out with them 
all their Effe@s and Papers, without the leaft 
Moleftation. Agreed. 

20. During the time the Garrifon ftays in 
the Place, they fhall be furnifh’d with all the 
Provifions they fhall have occafion for at the . 
now current Rates. Agreed. —— 

21. Immediately after the Ratification of 
thefe Articles,the Garrifon fhall deliver up the 
Gelder Gate ; but no Perfon fhall come within 
the Place. Agreed. 
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22. This Garrifon, at their marching out; 
fhall take as much Provifions with them,as they 
think they ihall want on their Route. greed. 

23. The Prifoners taken during the Blockade, 
fhall be reftor'd on both fides. Agreed. 

24. No Officer or Soldier of the Garrifon 
fhall be feiz'd at going out of the Place. agreed. 

25. Afcer the Capitulation is fign’d, the 
Marquefs de Grammont fha!! have liberty to 
difpatch Couriers to Namur, Bruffels, Bonn, 
and Gelder, to the Elector of Cologne, the 
Marfhal de Boufllers, the Marquefs d’Allegre, 
&e. Agreed. 

26. A Convoy fhall be granted to go to 
fetch the Servants and Horfes of this Garrifon 
are in Gelder. Agreed. 

27. The Garrifon fhall march out on the 
day to be appointed at 9 in the Morning, 
without any Moleitation or Hindrance. <greed. 

28. The Countde Lottum gives his Parole 
of Honour, that no Injury fhall be offer'd to 
any Perfon of the Garrifon, that goes out or 
ftays in the Place. greed. 

29. TheEvening before theGarrifon marches 
out, they fhall be provided with Waggons, 
Horfes, and other Carriages neceffary for car- 
rying off their Artillery and Baggage. agreed, 
brivided it be at their own Expence. 

30. Neither Party fhall endeavour to per- 
fwade any Soldier to defert. dgreed,But all that 
are known for Defcrters thall be ftopp'd. 

31. The Baggage of the Garrifon fhall be 
allow'd a fufficient Convoy. 

32. Paffports fhall be endeavour’d to be pro- 
curd for the Marquefs de Grammont, his Ser- 
vants and Horfes, that they may go fafe from 
Louvain into France or ellewhere, according 
as the King his Matter fhall order him. Agreed. 

33. This Capicrulation fhall be fign’d and 
faithfully obfervd by the Generals on both 
fides; The Commander of the Convoy shall 
be a Heftage, and the Marquefs de Grammont 
fhall leave behind him two Officers Hoitages 
for the fale return of the Convoy. Agreed. 

24. Afrer the Capitulation is fign’d, rhe 2 
Officers char were fent to Wezel for Hoitages 
of che Capitulation fhallbe releas'd. Agreed. 

25. The Prifoners taken in the Blockade by 
the Forces of the King of Prufiia or his Allies,
